Constantinople, Deo. 4. — Yesterdoy, 
after a meeting of the ambassadors, it was 
rumored that Sir Philip Currio, British am 
baaaador, had notified tho Porto that Groat 
Britain gave the Sultan until Saturday 
within which bo issuo the permit demanded, 
and that if not forthcoming by that time an 
extra British guardBhip would pasB the 
Btraits without the Sultan's permiaaion. 
Thia report was coupled with the statomanb 
that Italy had endorsed tho aotion of Great 
Britain m the mattor. Somo color was lent 
even to this report by tho unprecedented 
activity of tho Italian arsenals and by tho 
fact that the anno rumor was current at 
Rome, Berlin, Paris and thia oity. Diligent 
Inquutlaj horo among the dlplpmotlo corps 
and In tho Turkish government circles, 
failed k* «btain a confirmation of the report. 
Bub Sir Philip CurrU andoubtedly seems to 
have made some important communications, 
the nature of whioh is nob known to Tewfik 
Pasha, the Turkish minister for foreign 
affairs. 

Aa intimated, however, this is an era of 
surprises, and it was hinted that another 
one is in Btoro. This turns out to be cor- 
rect. Tho Sultan all along has believed, 
and the palaos coterie have been apparently 
convinced, that Russia would not act in 
accordance with Great Britain ; that, there- 
fore, Russia, France and Germany may be 
counted npon if it came to a crlBls to oppose 
any active Interference upoa the part of 
Groat Britain in tho Turkish empire. It be- 
came known to-day, however, to the sur- 
prise of skeptics, that Russia is in accord 
with all the powers, Including Great Biltain, 
and that the Sultan need look for no 
sympathy from tho Czar or his advisers in 
anything in any way tonding to thwart the 
determination of the powers to have order 
restored throughout tbo Turkish empire, 
and moaBureB taken for the protection of 
tho llveB and property of all Christian sub- 
jects of the Sultan. 

The details of thia littlo surprise are as 
followa : " When Greal Britain threatened 
to force » passage through the Dardanelles 
if the permit for the passage of an extra 
guardshlp wore not granted, tho Sultan ap- 
pealed personally to the governments of 
Russia, Austria, Germany and France, beg- 
ging them not to preas the domand for extra 
guardships in the Bosphoror.s, and calling 
their attention to the efforts the Turkish 
government wore making to restore order, 
to prevent further outbreaks, and also 
dwelling Btrongly upon tho danger of an up- 
rising of Mussulmans throughout the em- 
pire if he, the Sultan, were subjected to 
such a slight. In no case did the Sultan 
meet with success. To his representations 
Prince Lobanoff RoBtovBky, Ruaslan Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, replied that he 
oould Bee no reason to separate himself from 
the course followed by obher powers re- 
garding the Turkish question. The Austrian, 
Fronch and Gorman governments replied in 
a similar tone. Thus, apparently, the Sul- 
tan was shown t'.-at he no lon 6 ei ha* a 
backer in Europe. 

But the question of admitting extra 
guardships is still unsettled. This would 
atill leave open tho question whether Great 
Britain haa or baa nob givon the Sultan until 
Saturday in which to issue the permit. 
News huB at laBt been rocelved from Zoi- 
toun, the town whioh was captured in No- 
vember by tho Armenians, that the Turkiah 
dologatea Bont by the commandor of the 
Turkish forceB at Marash to treat with tho 
insurgonts for tho aurronder of the latter, 
were halted outside Zaitoun by the Armeni- 
an outpost. Tho message of which tho 
TurkB were bearers was then conveyed to 
tho Armenian commander of Zeitoun, bub 
tho delegates wero not allowod to paBa tho 
outpoBts, and were not recolved by tho 
Armenian leaders, It being judged inadvia- 
ablo to conduct tho Turks, even blindfolded, 
into Zeltoun. Tho delegates, however, wore 
informed that four hundred captured Turk- 
ish soldiers, who wero said to havo frater- 
nized with tho Armenians, wero released 
with the exception of nine eoldiors, who 
wore alleged by tho Turka to havo been mur- 
dered. It is bolioved that they wero prob- 
ably killed during the fighting preceding tho 
surronderof tho Turkish battalion. 

The general opinion exproSBed hero is that 
the Armenians of Zoitoun will bo shown no 
mercy, in spite of promises of moderation 
in dealing with tho insurgonts mado by the 
Turkish government, after representations 
on tho subjoot had been mado by represent- 
atives of the powers. 

Several Armenian notabilltioa of Erzoroum 
havo boon forood, under threatB of the Turk- 
ish authorlblos, to telegraph to tho Patriarch 
hero demanding the recall of tho Armenian 
bishop on aocounbof the latter'B telegraphic 
mesaago to tho Marquis of Salisbury detail- 
ing the deplorable condition of tho Arme- 
nians and appealing for assistance from 
Great Britain on behalf of hla co-religlonlstB, 
Tho Armenians aro being expelled from thia 
oity. The Armonian Patriarch has issued 
an appeal to Armenians throughout tho 
world, and all Christian nations, asking 
them to eond help to relievo the misery re- 
sulting from the recent massacres and pil- 
laging in Armenia. In this connection there 
is no doubt that groat distress already ex- 
ists, but, as previously intimated in thoBO 
dispatchos, tho misery existing is nothing to 
tho terrible sufferings which will fall to tho 
lot of tho homolosa thouaanda when tho bit- 
tor blasts of winter swoop over tho moun- 
taina and plainB upon whioh tho devastated 
villages once otood. 

London, Doc 1— Tho Dally News' cor- 
respondent ub Constantinople says : Alottor 
from a European at MarBovan Bays that on 
Saturday after tho masaacro there was a 
ghastly spcotaclo ab the edgo of tho Aimen- 
lan cemetery. Corpsr-H woro brought by tho 
wagon load and toBsed upon tho ground in 
heaps. After the rifling of tho bodies by 
the perpetrators of tho slaughtor, a byena- 
liko horde of barbarians pounced upon tboso 
bodies and stripped tho dishonored car. 
oancn of what poor olothing they had, loav. 
iDg them in all degreee of nudity. Finally, 
about noon, a score of Armenians, beaded 
by a priest, wont under tho protection of 
soldiers to bury the corpses. Eighty-three 
of thorn were laid in a slnglo trench. Proba- 
bly aboub 100 woro killed. 



GLADSTONE DECLINES. 



He Expresses inability to Deliver aa 
Address Before the Chicago 
Press Club. 



Els Plea for the Sacred and Urgent 
Cause of the Persecuted 
Armenians. 



New Yokk, Dec, 4.— The Press Club of 
Chicago has had an address from spoakors 
of disbinotlon in the auditorium every year 
for several years. They invited Mr. Glad- 
stone for 189G, and the mayor of Chicago 
supplemented the request with a cordial 
letter inviting Mr. Gladstone and his family, 
Theso letters wero sont to Mr. Dopow to bo 
forwarded with a personal letter from him 
The following is Mr. Gladstone^ answer : 

Hawarden OaSTLK, Cheater, Nov. 5 
1895. — Dear Mr. Depew : I havo had the 
honor to receive your letter of the 20th ult., 
which forwarded to mo the invitatiom of 
the Press Club, accompanied and aounten- 
anoed by the gracious address of the mayor 
of the groat oity of Chioago. I oannob boo 
Btrongly express my sense of tho honor thus 
done me, and I wish to add that, in my 
opinion, no oause more sacred, and ^none 
more urgent, than that of the Ar- 
menians has ever been brought before tho 
citizens of a humane and enlightened coun- 
try. It is for the momont enveloped, so far 
as the public are concorned, in uncertainty, 
bub thoro are indications that the handwrit- 
ing on the wall, whioh warned one ancient 
despot of his coming doom, has again been 
traced visibly enough to betoken somo ap- 
proaching oraBh cf a sysbem of government 
far more impious and Iniquitous, 

With those feelings 1 still must not 
blind myself to the factB of my situation. 
After my long public life I can attempt no 
public aotion without considering much be- 
sides tho truth and evon bhe imporbanoe of 
what I have to say, and I am far from con- 
vinced that my undertaking a public pro- 
gress (for such it would be) at tbo present 
time, would be beneficial to the Armenian 
canee. But all reasoning an anoh 
quostion is out short by 
an undesirable physical unfitness. The 
bleBBlng of good health la atill vouchsafed to 
mo, bub diminished strength, imperfect 
vision and growing deafness incapacitate 
me from public efforts, whioh more weighty 
considerations might lead mo to undertake, 
and oonfine my intercourse with others to 
what Is purely private and of a very re- 
stricted character. 1 send this reply with 
much regret, with too full an assurance of 
the necessity. In conclusion, lek me hope 
that tho influence of your great and, In 
such a matter, necessarily impartial country 
will be powerfully used In the cause of 
right. I romaln, with muoh reBpeot, dear 
Mr. Depew, yours (Bigned) W. E. Glad 
stone.

4 — To bo plunged to death 
in a burning aoa of pitch ab tho very moment 
of completion of an extensive o«n»racb, was 
bhe braglc fate of H. C. Aehenfoltor, at tbo 
University of Washington yestorday fore- 
noon, and while the fire was roaring and 
burning tho lifo out of tho unfortunate man, 
his companion, Frank Gallagher, unsuccess- 
ful in an attempt at rescue, lay exhausted on 
the platform at tho base of the tank, sovonty- 
fivo feet abovo ground, with both his hands 
sovoroly burned. Tho awful affair happened 
at 11 o'clock, jusb at a tlmo when olasBOB 
wero changing in the big building, and bhe 
oxoitomonb, whon the dkoovory waa mado 
bhab bwo men had beon on tho inside of the 
burniDg tank, was intonso. Workmen, atn- 
dentB and professors rushed out to give aid, 
but found on the spot that their services 
came too Ute, aB tho fated contractor was 
beyond all earthly help, and Gallagher had 
gotten down safoly and was bolng eared for. 
so all they had to do was to stand by and 
witneBB tho terrible, though inspiring Bight, 
for tho fUmca wore Bhootlng into tho air for 
a distance of at least fiftoon feet above the 
top of the tank.

The Premier eaya there Is no political 
significance in the High Commissioner's ap- 
proaching visit to Canada. Ab stated last 
night, his visit is in connection with the 
faab Atlantic service and tho Pacific cable 
project. Sir Charles Tuppor sails for Cana- 
da on Saturday. 

Hon. Mr. Ivoa has received the terms of 
reference to the intercolonial committee to 
oonslder the Pacific cable matter. The ques- 
tion of route, aosb, revenue and other mat- 
ters will be considered, and special attention 
is suggested bb to whether the cable ahonld 
be laid by tho several governments interest- 
ed or by a private company and the distri- 
bution of cosb ar Bibsidies among the gov- 
ernments concerned.

U. 8. FOREIGN POLICY. 

President Cleveland's Oiliclal Allusions to 
Several Interesting; and Important 
International Topics. 

Washington, Dec. 4.— In the course of 
his mossage yesterday, President Cleveland 
said regarding the 

PROTEOTOXATE OVBIt SAMOA : 

" In my last two annual messageB I 
called the attention of Congress to the posi- 
tion we oconpied aa one of the parties to a 
troaty of agreement by which we beoame 
jointly bomnd with England and Germany to 
s* Interfere with the government and con- 
trol of Samoa aB in effeob to assume the 
management of its affairs. On the 9th day 
of May, 1S94, 1 transmitted to bhe Senate a 
special mtssago, with accompanying docu- 
ments, giving information on the aubjeot 
and emphasizing the opinion that 1 have at 
all times entertained, that our situation In 
this matter was inconsistent with the mis- 
sion and traditions of our government, in 
violation of the principles we profess and in 
all its phases mischievous and vexatious. I 
must preaa thia subject again upon the at- 
tention of Congress and ask for such legisla- 
tive aotion or expression as will lead the 
way to our relief from obligations Jjoth irk- 
some and unnatural." 

ON THE TRADE (QUESTION 

heeaid signifisantly : " It is not to be for- 
gotten that international traco cannot bo 
one-sided. Its currents are alternating and 
Its movemonta should be honeatly recipro- 
cated. Without this it almoBt necessarily 
degenerates into a device to gain an advan- 
tage, or a contrivance to seoure benefits with 
only tbe Bcmblanco of a return. In our 
dealings with other nations we ought to be 
open-banded and scrupulously fair. This 
should be our policy aB a producing nation, 
and it plainly becomes us aa a people who 
lovo generosity and bhe moral roBpects of 
national good faith and reciprooal forboar- 
anco. (Theae considerations, however, 
should nob constrain ui to submit to unfair 
discrimination nor to silently acquiesce in 
vexatious hindrances to the enjoyment of 
our Bharo of tho legitimate advantages of 
proper trade relations. If an examination 
of tho situation suggests such moaBures on 
our part aB would involve restrictions simi- 
lar to those by which wo Buffer, the way to 
such a course is oasy. It should, however, 
by no means be lightly entered upon, since 
the neceaslty for the inauguration of ouch a 
policy would bo regrobtod by the best senti- 
ment of our people, and because it naturally 
and logically might lead to consequences of 
tho gravesb character."

provokod a claim by Groat Britain upon 
Nicaragua for pecuniary indemnity, whioh, 
upon Nicaragua's refusal to pay tho liability, 
was enforced by Great Britain. While the 
sovereignty jurisdiction of Nicaragua wag in 
no way questioned by Great Britain, the 
iormer'B arbitrary conduot in rogard to 
BritiBh Bubjects furnished the ground for 
this proceeding. A British naval force oc- 
cupied without reaiatanco tho Pacific eoaporb 
of C'orinto, but waa aoon after withdrawn 
upon tho promise that tho sum demanded 
would bo paid. Throughout this Incident 
tho kindly ctliucs of tho Unitod States wero 
invoked and woro employed in favor of a 
poaooful settlement. Our efforts havo since 
beon mado tho sub y. ol of appreciative and 
grateful recognition by Nicaragua."

CLEVELAND'S MESSAGE. 

Press Opinions Which Have Been Expressed 
Regarding It In Canada and In 
England. 

Toronto, Deo. 4 The Globe, comment- 
ing on President Cleveland's meaaogo, 
aays : " Not only In the United Statea, but 
across the Atlantic and in Canada, it haa 
been awaited with the keenest Interest, and, 
as has been confidently expeotod, ho pro- 
nounces dearly agalnBt the currency experi- 
ments which precipitated tho recent panic. 
The revival, through a more thorough re- 
storation ol confidence, is sure to extend its 
influenoe outsido the American boundaries. 
The repetition of the Monroo doctrine csn 
bo regarded with good nature, as it will 
please tho Americana and cannot posBlbly 
harm anyone else. Hia declaration that 
the United States will regard further Euro- 
pean colonization in Amorioa with disfavor, 
it is consldored, will give no oftuse for un- 
easiness, for Groat Britain wanted no terri- 
tory in South America not her own." 

The Mall-Empiro says that Preaidont 
Cleveland's message as expeoted contains a 
sounding paragraph or two to tickle tho 
anti-British sentiment which la often epi- 
demic in the Unitod Statea. 

London, Deo. 4. — An editorial in oho 
Chronicle saya : "It la very doubtful if 
oongrosswlll aooopt President Cleveland's 
ourrenoy plan. The message sounds cau- 
tious, but thore Is a welcome note in the 
direction of free trade. Tho reference to 
Armenia must bo regarded as tho definite 
adhoronoo of the Unitod Scatea to the Euro- 
pean conoort. Few honest oritics can Bay 
anything against Mr. Clovoland'o reforenco 
to "Venozuola. Wo agree with him, too, 
that the boundary dispute is ominontly suit- 
od to arbitration, and undoubtedly our gov- 
ernment will take the same viow. It must 
be romombored that this quostion Is quito 
distinct from that of tho reparation duo ua 
by Venezuela for injuries. Whon auoh re 
paratlon is made overy Liberal it 
this country will acquiesce in Presidont 
Cleveland's dootrine. Our hands are ;f all 
enough without increasing our burdenB In 
Amorlca ; but especially at tho risk of 
croating a serious strain betwoon ourselves 
and tho one great power whoso friendship is 
more valuable to us than that of all tho 
others put togethor." 

Tho Dally News, reviewing tho rnosEsgo, 
refers to tho Venezuolan dispute as a matter 
in whioh the United States is not direotly 
concerned. " Tho principle of arbitration ia 
valuablo, bub its friends should beware of 
atraluing It unduly. Tho comparative weak- 
ness of Venozuola doea not give that country 
exceptional rights. Arbitration haa nothing 
to do with the relative strength of tho parties. 
Ib ia neither dignifiod nor polite for Wash- 
ington to bring up the quarrel of tho South 
American communities."

To the Editor :— I observe that, aa usual, 
the Evening Times goes off at half-cock una 
in endeavoring to lead tho publio to Buppoao 
that I am jumping mlnoral claims through- 
out the province. 

Tho facta are those. Several proepootors, 
much to my annoyance, went on my ranohe, 
inside my fences and among my utock, and 
located mineral olaimB without having taken 
the neoeasary legal steps and without ob- 
taining permission and right ol" entry from 
mo, or putting up the security required un- 
der the act for any'damagea whloh I might 
sustain. In consequence of this I gave in- 
structions to have these mlnoral olalnn 
located in my own name, and to notify tho 
claim owners that, should they desire these 
olaims, I had nob tho slightest objeotion to 
ihoir having thorn and would make their 
title legally good to the same, but that I 
must have tho neoeasary security that my 
fences and my business of Btook-raiBing gen- 
erally should not be interfered with, and 
that a proper bond should be given for any 
damage done to my property. Also that 
for right of entry a small royalty or a email 
interest should bo given me in these claims. 

Such happens to bo the position, and not 
bb the publio are mislod to suppose by the 
Tlmea. Had I doBlrod to do any "jump- 
log," within the meaning of the term, I 
should certainly not have allowed my own 
name, my brother's and that of other f rlonda 
to bo used, bub probably would have ueod 
namoa that could not have been identified in 
any way aB connected with me. The 15. X 
ranche, on which these claims wore staked, 
is my property. It is nob tho property of 
anyone else, or of any company. I am not 
manager of it but sole owner, and, notwith- 
standing tho Times to the contrary, feel 
that I h'avo a perfeot rlj>ht to protect my 
own interests and prevont any trespassing.

ALDERMAN JBRAGG'S STATEMENT. 

To the Editor :— In a paragraph in this 
evening's Times relating to what took place 
between the sanitary officer and myself on 
Monday evening, Mr. Conlln is given credit 
for eay log that he did nob threaten the 
alderman, and that his remarks about the 
coming eleotion wo.-o only to the effect that 
Alderman Bragg would be defeated. The 
facts of the oaeo are as follows : At tno 
meeting of the counoil on Monday evening 
Alderman Williams, on a question of 
privilege, asked for an explanation of cer- 
tain expenditures to the amount of 
$37S in connection with the 
fixing of the manhole covers on the 
new sewerage system ; and thought 
it vory rtrange that such an amount should 
have been spent without the sewerage com 
miti ee first obtaining the consent of th< 
council to do bo. Ab a member of the board 
I also made some remarks to the eff .ct that 
I considered lb strange for tho chairman of 
tho sewerage committee not in the first 
place to lay tho matter before tho council. 
And aa I was aware that part of the sani- 
tary officer's duty is to look after these man- 
holea, and furthermore as his name is at- 
tached to the bill for the work of re-fixing 
these coverB, I made the remark that a cer- 
tain official who had tho supervision of the 
manholea is the owner of the building in 
whioh the work was done. 

After leaving the courcil chamber, the 
B&nitary officer, who was Btandlng on the 
opposite corner of the Btreet from the oity 
hall, as I was passing him, commenced 
uqlug abusive language for the remarks I 
had considered it my duty to make in refer- 
ence to the abovo expenditure. He made 
aeveral ape;ltio charges, one of- whioh was 
that I was olootod to my seat by fraud ; 
another that he supposed I wanted to put 
detectives to work on him the same aa I bad 
on poor HutchisoD, and when I told him ho 
was stating what was not true he 
replied that if I were nob an 
alderman he would break my jaw. 
Ho eaid I had opposed Aid. Macmil- 
lan on the construction of the sewers. In 
fact) there was nothing too bad for Mr. Con- 
lin to apply to me, concluding with the re- 
mark that he would annihilato mo at tho 
next election. 

Now, Sir, I Bubmlt that the remarks I 
made ab the council board were striotly in 
line with my duty as on alderman, and if 
tho cap fits Mr. Sanitary Officer Conlln ho 
should woar ib like a gentleman, and not do 
something thab should necessitate his dis- 
missal from the city service.

To the Editor :— Your article v.nder tho 
caption " Oatmeal " was doubtless of much 
interest to yonr numerous readers, bub it 
would seem to me thab while eebting forth 
the virtues of this excellent cereal as a food, 
you in a moasuro failed to notice one of the 
moab Bolienb points in aonneotion thorowith, 
namoly, thab of cost of production. 

While no one doubts for a moment the 
wholosomoness and nutritious qualities of 
ootrnta', yet the careful housjwifo In 
variably uaks, regarding an articlo of diet ao 
continually and universally in use, What 
does lb 0OBb '.' And espeoiolly loud and force 
fill does thia inquiry come now thab financial 
depression is abroad throughout tho land. 

From the market quotations given in the 
Colonist I find oatmeal ten pound saok, 50 
cents ; and oats are quoted at from §20 to 
$25 per ton ; in other words, oatmeal sells ab 
bhe rate of 5 centa por pound, while oats are 
from 1 to l.f cents per pound. I am very well 
aware that a Bomowhub lower rate than 5 
cents is quoted upon largo quantities of the 
meal, but as I have taken your own quota- 
tions upon both, the comparison ia but fair. 
Aa a matter of fact oats will command no 
such price, at least in this looality, indeed, 
some disposed of within a week realized nob 
more than $15 per ton, and even lower 
prices are offered. 

However, for the sake of argument, the 
twenty-five rate will bo used. The position 
then la about aa follows : Oats worth $25 
per ton, aftor being converted into meal be- 
come worth §100 ; thab Is, the producor of 
the grain, the man who has all the worry 
and labor incidenb upon its sowing, reaping 
and marketing, ia asked to pay an advance 
of $75 upon what he originally obtains. 

Suroly the difference la much too great for 
anyono to olaim that coat of production ec 
enormously enhances the value. Ab ft matter 
of fsob we know to the contrary, and some 
one Ia reaping an undue profit from the ef- 
forts of others. 

Various other articles of food might bo 
similarly troated, all pointing to the fact 
thab the farmer iBnot in any way receiving 
what should come 10 him as tho result of hla 
efforts. The raw material for a large pro 
portion of what Is oonverted into food stuffs 
conicE originally from our farms, and yeb 
when purchased we are asked to pay un ad- 
vance in many casea of from ono hundred to 
four hundnd per cent. 

Perhaps tho subject has not been looked 
ab in such a light, or a remedy would have 
been forthcoming ; or ia it the cupidity of 
others who would if possible reduce the tiller 
of the soil to a stato of semi-slavery, for that 
in plain English is what It amounts to. 

But already this letter ia too prolix, and 
should my efforts moot with your favor at 
another time, further comment and a pos- 
sible remody may be suggested by 
Your humbio servant,

THE "SUNNY WAY" TRIED. 

Mr. Laurler, In hla Ontario tour, blamed 
the Dominion Government for being rough 
and peremptory with Manitoba. They ought, 
he averred, to have been more gentle and 
OonBiderato. Thoy ahould have clothed tholr 
expostulations undromonstrttncoB in the mild- 
est and moat agreeable torms peoalble. It 
was their duty to have resorted to tho eunny 
ways of diplomacy in their effort to prevail 
upon the Manitoba Govornmenb to redress 
tho grievances of the denomination*! minor- 
ity. He did not find fault aa much wfth tho 
subatance of tho remodial order aa with Ita 
form. Ho believes that tho Dominion Gov- 
ernment should have appealed to the 
Manitoba authoritioa on bohalf of the ag- 
grieved minority, and he cited a very 
ancient fable to convinco his hoarora that if 
the appeal had boon made in tho ahape of a 
gentle request instead of a formal order it 
would* have been successful. If tho Mani- 
toba Government had been coaxed instead 
of required, they would, ho argued, have 
moat likely 8ettled the diffioulty without 
any further agitation. 

Mr. Liurier never by the slightest hint 
showed that he knew that thh was oxaotly 
tho course that the Dominion Government 
did pursue. Yet bo must have known that 
thoy had approached the Manitoba Govern- 
ment in the moat friendly way on the sub- 
ject of the petition for redress presented by 
the minority. The truth is the Government 
in Ottawa almoat begged the Greenway 
Ministry to consider the petition, and before 
the matter went any further, to devise some 
moans of settling a question which ought to 
be strictly Manitoban, but whlob, if not 
amicably settled by them, threatened to be 
productive of tho most unpleasant agitation 
that ever disturbed the Dominion. 

Did the Manitoba Government roply to 
these representations in the spirit in which 
they were made '! Did they show any dis- 
position to meet tho Dominion authorities 
half-way or to advance one single step 
towards conciliation or settlement? Not 
they. Their reply waa a curt and positive 
refusal to con8idor the petition of the 
minority, and a denial that there waa any 
grievance to redroaa. The "sunny" way 
did not melt them In tho least. They would 
not even submit tho Dominion Government's 
appeal or tho memorial to the Legislature of 
the Provinoe. They evidently considered 
that thoy had tho whip hand of tho Do- 
minion Government, and had made up tholr 
minds to make the most of their advantage. 

The Dominion Government, when they 
drew up the remedial order, had the reply 
to their earnest and friondly request before 
them. They knew perfectly well how tho 
Greenway Government felt on the subjeot, 
and they knew, too, how that Government 
would receive any request to grant ooncea- 
siora to tho minority. Hero ia an extract 
from tho order in oounoil which was passed 
ab Ottawa on tho 26th of July, 1894 : 

The statomentB containod in this memor- 
ial are n.attera of tho deepoat concern and 
solicitude, in the Interests of the Dominion 
at large, and it is a matter of the utmost im- 
portant to the people of Canada, that tho 
laws which prevail in any portion of tho Do- 
minion, Bhould not be such us to oooaaion 
oomplaint of oppression or injustice to any 
olass or portion of the pooplo, but ahouid bo 
rocogni/.ed aa establishing perfoct freedom 
and equality, especially in all matters relat- 
ing to religion and to religious belief and 
practice. And tho commltteo, theroforo, 
humbly advise that Your Excellency muy 
join with thorn in expressing tho moat earn- 
est hopo that tho Legislature of Manitoba ' 
• may take into consideration, at tho 
earliest possible moment, the complaints 
which aro sob forth in this potition, and 
which aro Bald to croato dissatisfaction 
among tho Roman Catholics, nob only in 
Manitoba ■ ' ■ bub likewise throughout 
Canada, and may take apoedy measures to 
give rodroBB in all tho mattora In rolatlon to 
which any well-founded complaint or griev- 
ance bo ascertained to exist. 

Tho reader boob that thoro is nothing 
poromptory in this, nothing that would have 
provoked antagonism in tho most touchy of 
the mombera of tho Manitoba government, 
Yeb tho only reply given to it waa : " The 
Executive of the Provinco see no reason for 
recommending tho Logialaturo to alter tho 
prlnolpies of the legislation oompiained of." 

Mr. Liurlor know of bhlB almost humblo 
application to consider the petition of the 
minority made by tho Dominion Govern 
mentto tho Greonway Administration, yeb 
when he waa stumping tho country ho found 
ib convenient to ignore lb ontiroly and to 
blamo tho government for dealing harshly 
with Manitoba. 

Mr. Fishor, a member of tho Manitoba 
Legislature and a Liberal, in letters whloh 
have been published In Manitoba and On- 
tario newspapers showa very clearly that 
tho policy which Mr. Laurlor condomnB tho 
Dominion Government for nob pursuing is 
tho very policy thoy followed with respoot to 
the Manitoba school question. In a resume 
of the contonts of his previous Iottora Mr. 
Flahor commences his third letter by saying: 

In my former lobtcrs I stated aomo of tho 
considerations thab eoeinod to mo to com- 
mend tho fodoral polioy advocatod by Mr. 
Laurler on the school question — tho policy 
of approaching the Governmonb of the pro- 



vinoe in the first instance, in a conciliatory 
manner, and appealing to the legislature, on 
grounds of toleration and patriotism, to in- 
quire into tho complaints of the minority 
and to remedy any grievance- found to exist. 
I submitted facts at tho sumo time which I 
think conclusively establish that this most 
admirable polioy was tho ono actually pur- 
sued by tho Dominion Government. I 
showed that a most conciliatory mesBage, 
couched in tho moat respectful language, 
framed to meeb every requisite of Mr. 
Laurier's patriotic policy, was transmitted 
by tho Federal Government to that of Mr. 
Groonway for BubmiBBion to the legislature. 
I showed that the fireb meeting of the legis- 
lature at which the message oould be de- 
livered took place jusb at a time when its de- 
livery would be the most opportune — just a 
few weekB after tho judgmont of thd Privy 
Council had been pronouncod finding that 
tho minority bad boon deprived of rights and 
privileges whloh had been theirB by law, 
and in the enjoyment of which tho constitu- 
tion contained provisions to protoct them. 
I showed fiat inatoad of promptly present- 
ing that moBBngo of peace on an ocoaslon so 
timely, to tho body for which Ib waa special- 
ly intended, the provincial government never 
delivered It at all. I showed that at the 
Bametime the government of Mr. Green- 
way, on the very oponing day of tho house, 
while at last fully admitting the authority 
and power of the Federal Govornmenb and 
while anticipating the Issue of a remedial 
order demanding a modification of tho law, 
formally and officially announced that 
whether such an order were made or not it 
wos the determination of tho Manitoba gov- 
ernment to make no concessions. I showed, 
In fact, that Mr. Greenway'a government 
adopted the most curb and offensive way 
that could possibly be devised of repelling all 
advunooa towards a settlement in the form 
that Mr. Laurier would auggeab, and that 
tho government at Ottawa was practically 
challenged to lasuo a remodial order. 

Tho impartial reader will, we think, oome 
to tho conclusion that Mr. Fishor has very 
effectlvoly disposed of tho Loader of the 
OppoBltion'a acousatlon that tho Dominion 
Government has tried to bully the Manitoba 
Ministers and the Manitoba Legislature in- 
to treating tho denominational minority of 
that province with consideration and fair- 



INTERNATIONAL DISPUTES. 

It must Btrike the attentive roader of tho 
President's message that the questions in 
dispute between Great Britain ond tho 
United StateB are neither many nor serious. 
There can hardly bo said to bo any dispute 
with respoot to the Behring Sea question. 
The Paris Arbitration settled the only im- 
portant questions that had boon raised, and 
settled them effectually. There Is a com- 
plaint thab Great Britain did not send ships 
enough to that Sea laat summer to do patrol 
duty. Ib is nob asaortod that her alleged 
negleot haB been followed by results 
thab are at all injurious. It Ib 
quite possible that if tho Americans 
bad only two cruisers in tho Soa, the net re- 
sulb would bo pretty much tho same as it is 
now. British aoalora bavo shown no dis- 
position to violate tho Boallng ruloa and 
regulations. Tho vigilance of the American 
oruisors waa not very richly rewarded. 
Thoy did nob find a singlo British vessel 
hunting Boala within tho prescribed limits 
or with forbidden woapona. Ono sealskin 
was found in ono vessel that had a hole in 
it that seemed to tho captain of tho cruiser 
to have boon made with a bullet. But 
the charge amounted to nothing mora 
than a suspicion and thero waa not a parti- 
cle of evidence to support it. Two 
or three other veaaels wore accused of Irregu- 
larities but not a singlo sorlous offence was 
shown to have been committed. The regu- 
lations have boon enforced aa well aa they 
aould havo been expected to be under any 
circumstances, and yet tho President com- 
plains thab the herds are being depleted. 
If this Is the case it is certainly not owing 
to poaohlng or to violations of the law. Ib 
may be that tho measures taken to preflervo 
tho seals are radloally defective 
bub this Is the fault of those who 
framod the measures and not tho fault 
of oither the United States or Great Britain 
With respect to the matter of paying the 
damages illegally inflicted on British sealers 
before the Paris Arbitration had definod tho 
rights of tho United States, the Preiident 
talks liko tho honeat man that he la. The 
seizures wore made ou tho assumption that 
tho Unitod States had purahaBed from Rub 
sia jurisdiction over Behring Sea. The Ar 
bltration decided that Russia had no such 
right to sell, ond that veesols on tho high 
seas in Behring Soa are precisely in the same 
position as veasels on the high aeas in the 
Atlantic or any other ocean or open eea. 

With regard to tho Alaskan boundary 
thero la as yob no dispute or mlaundostand- 
ing botwoon tho two nationa. Tho boundary 
Is not yet defined and, aa everyono knowe, 
thoro oan be no dispute about a lino thab hue 
nevor boon run. Some of our American 
neighbors aro very sensitive indeed about tho 
Alaskan boundary lino, and if tho 14 Lab do- 
groa of longitude is nob exactly whore thoy 
think ib ought to bo tbey will contend that 
tho Unitod Statoa mnab Insist upon tho 
meridian lino boine removed or— fight. 

It is difficult to aeo what the Unitod 
States has to do with tho boundary dispute 
botwoon Groab Britain and Venezuela. The 
Prosidonb says nothing about tho Monroe 
dootrino, though it is evident enough that 
ha was thinking about it whon ho ponnod 
the passage relating to the Venezuelan dis- 
pute. Bub he dwB say in offeob bhab Vono- 
zaela is weak and Groat Britain strong, and 
leavoB tho roador to conclude that it Is tho 
duty of tho Unitod States to protect the 
weak nation againet any invasion of its 
righta by tho strong nation. If tho Unitod 
Statoa Intonds to act on this ohlvalroue 
prlnclplo, it will have onough to d», for 
tho groat Powers aro continually taking ad- 
vantage of their strength to sbtain from 
woak Statoa what thoy would hardly oxpoct 
from nations that are tholr match from a 
phyaloal point of view. Wo are nob auro 
thab bhe United Statoa haa not itsolf tried 
thab litblo game more than onao or twice. 
Bub wo have a notion that the Venezuelan 
question will be settled without intorforonoo 
from the Unitod Statoa or any obhor nation. 
Groat Britain hao been forbearing with 



Venezuela for a long time, and it is nob 
likely that it will change Its polioy because 
tho United StateB shows a diapoaition to in- 
terfere In what really does not concern it. 

THAT "POTHER. 1 ' 

The New York Times, in an article ou 
Tho Pother About Seals," ridicules the 
claim of juri«diction over the open Boa for 
tho protection of the seals, advanced by 
Blaine and other American public men 
claiming to ha statesmen. On Chia subjeot 
it says : 

Ono thing theParla tribunal did definitely 
decide, but ib was a thing never before dis- 
puted, and probably no "statesman' 1 but 
Blaine, and possibly Morgan of Alabama, 
was capable of disputing it. Ib waa held 
thab bhe Government of tho United Statoa 
had no more jurisdiction in tho North Paci- 
fic than in the South Atlantio, beyond the 
customary lirnib of a marine league from the 
oouBt, and no more jurisdiction for the pro- 
tection of seals than for the protection of 
whales. Tula every real student of tho Bub- 
jeot knew before, bub its aoknowledgmenb aa 
a result of arbitration removed the only 
ground for resisting the claims of tho Cana- 
dian Bealera on aocount of the seizures of 
1886-7. It settled all question t.s to that 
subject exoept tho amount to bo paid by our 
Government. 

Tho Times considore that there cm bs no 
quostlon as to tho liability of tho United 
States to indemnify British subjects for tho 
Iobb thoy havo BUBtained by having their 
voaouls illegally eeizod in Behring Sea by 
United States cruisers. It approves of the 
agreement made by tho representatives of 
the two nations to satisfy the demands of 
tho injured scalers by paying a lump sum. 
It says : 

Tho tribunal made no awardB, bub loft tho 
payments to future negotiations and settle- 
ment, there being no longer any question of 
the liability. To avoid tho delay and un- 
certainty of negotiations for a commission 
and rogular awards after proof submitted, 
and all that tedious business, tho British 
Minletor at Waehington and tho head of tho 
State Department agreed upon a lump Bum 
payment, subjeot, ot necossity, to the ap- 
proval of Congross, whloh had to make the 
appropriation. Tho amount waB far less 
than the olaime, and lees than any probable 
award by a oommieBion. Ib was analogous 
to a discount for immediato payment and to 
avoid litigation. Bub Congress haggled over 
it, and tho appropriation was not made. 

Th« TimoB, like most Amerlcun news- 
papers, takos It for grantod that tho fur 
seals aro being rapidly extorminated in 
aplto of all that has been dono to preserve 
them. But it ia very far from being proved 
that the aoala have seriously diminished in 
numbers, ond no one oan say with any ap 
proach to oertalnty that pelagic scaling ia 
the main cause of auch diminution as is ap 
parent. The probability is that the servants 
of the American Company who killed tho 
aoala on laud where they had no ohaneo to 
escape Ihoso who attacked them did moro 
towards lessoning and injuring the herda 
than the polugio sealers, who hunt but do 
not massacre tho seals.

Prospects of Big Returns From Slough 
Creek, the Main Drain of 
the District. 



The Marvellously Rich Deposits on 
Lightning Creek— Plenty ot 
Ground to Work Still. 



(From Our Special Correspondent,) 
Barkerville, Nov. 23.— Commonoing 
again a short distance from Barkerville, wo 
strike the head of Lowheo creek, which 
empties iuto Jaok of Clubs lake. Lowheo 
was noted for the richness of Its gold, whioh 
always bronght a higher prloe in the market 
than the gold from any other oreek in Carl 
boo, and not only was Lowhee noted for its 
rich gold, bub also for its large output. At 
the prosent time there is more ground to 
work and more gold to take out than was 
ever takin out. The lower end of the 
creek, near the lake, paid in some of the old 
shafts and drifts bb high us 40 ouncos to the 
Bet, and then they were not on bedrock, nor 
could they got there on account of tho in- 
rush of water. A set " is 10 feet in length 
of tho tunnel or drift, and five feet wide by 
six feet high. Some tunnols are not so wide 
as high, and Borne are larger, but that is the 
usual size of drifts. Away out in Jack of 
Clubs lake as far as you can reach bottom 
there Is gold in Sne particles which aan be 
panned out quito easily. 

Following np towards tho head of the 
lake we ootno to Jaok of Clubs creek, which 
tdkca its rise in Ground Hog lake at the 
foot of Mount Agnes. Tho lower end of 
this creek paid well in sotno claims, bat 
they loBt the pay, and many believe that the 
gold lies in a higher ohanuel, which bolkf 
has been somewhat strengthened this Bum- 
mer by a party cutting through the oastern 
rim of rook and gotting into deeper gronnd, 
where the water was so abundant that it 
drove them out. 

Leaving the oreek near the lake the coun- 
try is very flat, and after a few miles is 
travelled to the westward we strike the 
hand of Slough creek, whioh is held by many 
to be the former outlet of all the wators that 
now pass down Willow river. I have no 
doubt this is the correct theory, as the bed 
lock on this stream is 285 feet below 
the surface, and Willow river, ae 
I before Btated, ia only 105 feet 
deep at the entrance to the canyon. Of 
course this waB never known till thU Bum- 
mer for a faot. Many supposed that Wil- 
low river was ovor 200 feet deep, but boring 
operations on both creekB have proved their 
depths. The Slough Creek Mining Com- 
pany, with headquarters in Tacoma, have 
been pushing ahead their operations in 
boring, and now are preparing to sink a 
shaft in bedrook and then drift out to the 
channel. The drills this summer brought 
up very enoouraging deposits of gold, and 
when one considers the amount brought up 
in this way from 285 feet below the surface 
by the use of water alone he can imagine 
the results when they reach bedrock with a 
shaft. The whole of this creek, about eight 
miles in length, has been taken up under 
lease, and in a fow ytara we may expeot to 
boo a large output of gold from it. There 
are several small oreeks running into 
Slough creek which contribute their 
share of Cariboo's wealth. One in 
particular I might montion — Nelson crook — 
where a company of Chinamen have tuken 
out over $8,000 this summer. 

Several partieB of white men have started 
to opeu out the ground on Devil's canyon, 
near tho summit of the wagtn road to Stan- 
ley. One party aro drifting right under 
Devil's lake and are confident of gotting 
good pay when the water ia drawn off from 
the lake. 

Very little has been done either on Sugar 
oreek or Hixon oreek this summer, although 
there has been some good paying ground on 
both these creeks, yet the depoait is too 
heavy with a mixture of clay to be worked 
to good advantage in many places. 

Coming back to Stanley, wo strike one of 
the most famous creeks that the world has 
ever known, viz , Lightning ereek. If I 
were to tell your readers of the fabulous 
wealth that was token out of this creek 
they would not believe me, bub although a 
rich creek yet, it was a hard one 
to operate on, as tho deposit was so Ioobo 
that the water poured in as if it were run- 
ning through a bIovo. If a pump in any 
mine stopped In the early duye, all hands 
had to shut down, as there was a general 
flood out. Tho whole of this could be obvia 
ted now if a strong company started about 
two miles down tho creek and brought up a 
large drain to tap bedrock. Of course thin 
would necessitate the outlay of about 8100,- 
000, bat then it would be a fixture without 
furthor coBt. Nearly every creek running 
into Lightning paid handsoms dividends, and 
many fortunes were made on them. But 
more aro to be made yet out of the many 
miles that lies below Stanley, and where it 
empties into tho Cottonwood rivor. Thoro 
aro miles of Lightning oreek that have never 
boon touohed by tho pick and Bhovel on ac- 
count of tho flatnoss of tho valley through 
which it runs. Tho only way to test 
this ground is by boring, and I 
have no doubt bub thoro aro immenso 
fortunes lying hidden under theso flit 
places, as below them again the ground has 
paid well to work. Away down past the 
canyon this summer I panned outaa high as 
eight cents to the pan right on the eurfaco. 
The hillsldos along this creek have rioh gold 
bearing gravolo, that aro only waiting for 
man to come along and slulco thorn down 
and gather up tho gold. 

We now come to the Cottonwood rivor, 
whioh seems to bo a dividing lino between 
the northorn and southern portion of the 
gold bolt. Thoro is every appearance hero 
of a bolt of silver bearing formution. Sev- 
eral samples that I found were as good as if 
not superior to anything I ever saw In Koob- 
enay, containing gray copper and stool gray 
galena. Thio section haB not been prospect- 
ed very much for such ores 

About seven miles from Bjyd's in a N. E 
direction 1b Norton creek, where the San 
Jaan Co. aro at work. They found bod 
rook at 65 feet and pay on it sufficient to 
warrant them in putting hotter machinery 
on tho property to work it. Anywhere 
around Cottonwood a porson oan pan out 
fine colors of gold, and from tho naturo of 
tho ground a dredger could bo workod suc- 
cessfully if tho gold was n trifle heavier, so 
aa nob to float away with a big head of 
water in the Bluioo boxes. Cauh:oo.

The Whitewator will join tho shipping 
list this seuson, and cxpeots to send out 500 
tona. 

Over '2,000 claims have been recorded in 
tho Slocan sinco the first olaim was located 
on the Payno Mountain on Soptomber 9, 
1891. 

Tho Slooan Star has about 30 men work- 
ing on it, and is shipping from 100 to 140 
tons a week. Tho concentrator machinery 
is daily expected. 

The Northern Bello has been Bold to Mr. 
H. B. Alexander, of Calgary. The price la 
reported to be §3,000. 

Mr. Abbott, general superintendent of 
tho C. P. R. , Is reported to have said thut the 
probabilities aro that the extension from 
Lethbrldge west through the Crow's Nest 
pass will be oommenced next year, and the 
road from Rohson to Rossland would no 
doubt be constructed. The toDnage of the 
Kootonay country will be largely increased 
next year. 

Mining matters round Nelson are qniet, 
and loc»l interest is centred on tho deal for 
tho Fern, Eureka and Hiddon Treasure, on 
Hall creek. TheBo have baon bonded by 
Vancouver parties. The owners aro to put 
in a two Btamp mill receiving SI, 500 in cash 
for that purpose, the purchaser receiving at 
the same time a qunrter interest. He can 
further ocquire a i>t> 100 interest by paying 
S7.5U0 on June 1 next, and the balance of 
tho property will bcoome his on June 1, 
1897, on payment of §30,000. Mr. Innc-B, 
of Vancouver, is aotlng for Bome of the chief 
offioials of tho C.P.R. at Montreal. 

T. G. and Mrs. Prooter, of Bilfour, left 
on Tuesday to spend the winter at Sinta 
Monica, California. Mr. Procter has been 
especially active In opening up the Crawford 
Creek distriot, and is i also the chief ownor 
of the London and Bullion, two cluime on 
what is known as tho dry ore bolt, north of 
Bear lake The tunnel on the London ia in 
about 150 fent .tad has 75 feet further to go 
before it striked tho lodgo. 

iFrom tho Trlbuno.i 
There was shipped to tho United States 
smelters during the month of November 
from Slocan distriot minea 71S,i!60 pounds of 
ore, valued at §38,"225. BosideB this, about 
foar hundred tons have beon shipped to the 
Pilot Bay smelter from the Whitewathsr, 
Ruth, Miner Boy, Antolne, Surprise, R. E. 
Leo, American Boy, Mountain Goat, Toxas, 
Lucky Boy and Rambler. The Kaslo road 
Is getting the bulk of the Slocan ore. 

If reports from tho North Star mine, near 
Forb Steele, in East Kootenay, are to bo be- 
lioved, another groat mlno has been added 
to the Hat that is making Kootenay colo- 
bratad as a mining country. A shaft was 
sunk GO feet Borne time ago and open cuts 
run that provsd tho vein extended 500 foot. 
The vein was found to vary in width from 
00 to 80 feot. The ore waB low grado. the 
galena running 45 ounces silver and OS per 
cent, load, and tho carbonates 30 ounces 
silver and 40 per oent. lead. An assayer 
has recently discovered thot much of the 
galena ore that was considered of little value 
carries ovor 250 ounces silver to tho ton. 
The owners have constructed a wngon road 
trom the mino to a landing on tho Kootenay 
rivor, a distance of twonty-ono mlleB, where 
ore bins with a capacity of 5,000 tons have 
beon bailt.

Kootonay for tho year 1895 would bo won h 
$3,000,000. Thab ostimato is not far wrong. 
It now prodiots that tho output in 1890 will 
bo worth S10,00o,000. 

At the Dull mines smelter at Nelson, tho 
office and aeaay building is nearly com- 
pleted, tho sampling works building is 
roady for tho machinery and everything 
looks as if tho smelter would be in operation 
by Now Year's day. 

The Kaslo & Slocan railway in iu opera- 
tion with Robert Irving aa traffic manager 
and W. H. MoGraw as superintendent. 
Tho through rates are tho same as havo been 
charged by the Nakuep & Slocan. The 
rates for frolght to and from local points is 
not announced. 

Considerable work has boon done on some 
of tho claims in the dry ore belt, south of 
Boar lake siding on the Kaslo & Slocan rail- 
way.

Baum, Bigham and L^ndrum, who havo a 
claim at the mouth of Kootonay lake, senb 
1,300 pounda of the oro to tho Bmoltor at 
Pilob Bay for a tost, whioh made 100 ounces 
sllvor to tho ton. Tho vein Is two feet wido 
and carries bIx indies of oro. 

BO88E.A.SD. 
(From tho Rossland Minor.) 
After struggling with a faulted vein in the 
uppor tunnol of the Cliff for some time, tho 
men finally discovered tho oro shoot last 
Monday. They discovered a nprrow Beam 
on the left aide of tho norbhwoBb drift, about 
forty-five feob from tho faoo, and a fow 
strokes of tho pick expoaod a foot wall and 
vein matter. By Wednesday tho olean ore 




was fully exposed and presented a solid, 
permanent appearance. It is a beautiful 
chaloo pyrito, the richest copper ore yet 
found in the camp. The ore body has in- 
creased to throe feet and a sample taken on 
Wednesday returned 20 per cent, copper and 
§21 in gold, equal to a total value, not count- 
ing silver, of about §45 per ton. 

The Le Roi is raising more than 100 tons 
of oro a day ; one day last week thoy took 
out 125 tons.

"Any one wbo has remarked the 
gregarious elerueut in human nntnre, 
which makes every ouo eager to see 
what tho other has seen, will not mar- 
vel at tho success which notoriety hr.s 
attained in the show business, " said 
the manager of a popular museum. 

"Notoriety, no matter how and where 
obtained, is just so much stock in 
trade, and people in our line of work 
are willing to pay any price for it. To 
muke no account of tho money value of 
the advertisement, they are delighted 
to know that they are being talked 
about and speculated about, and to see 
their names in the newspapers. You 
see how high that dome is?" he contin- 
ued, pointing to the arched space far 
above tho ropes and bars stretched 
across for acrobatic performances. 
"Well, a man came iu here, offered to 
jump from its highest point down to 
the floor so as to make a name for him- 
self. It would have been certain death, 
you know, to attompt it, hut he said he 
had practiced jumping, knew how to 
manage and would oscapo injury. He 
begged to be allowed to make the jump 
and was much cast down at our refusal. 

"That, man only expected to jump 
once. After having performed tho feat 
ho fill that l*a would lie a curiosity 
worth money to see. 

"Auy way, we business peoplo see 
that the public crave amusement of this 
kind, and we are delighted to gratify 
them. 

"At the time of tho 'White Cap' agi- 
tation, when there was so much talk iu 
tho papers about their outrages, a man 
offered to exhibit himself as a tarred 
and feathered victim just returned from 
the west, and wo lot him do it. More- 
over, the public encouraged him to do 
it, for they eamo in flocks to seo him. 
The tattooed woman who was paid $11)0 
a day was tattooed right hero in New 
York, but tho work was marvelously 
well done, and the fairy tale about her, 
us told by the showman, only height- 
ened the crowd's interest and harmed 
nobody. She was represented in the 
story as having been stranded on one of 
the Sandwich islands, shipwrecked, 
with her husband, who was put to death. 
Her life was spared, but she was put to 
torture, having these extraordinary char- 
acters tattooed all over her body. Thore 
were froi») 000 to 700 poople at each 
one of the 21 daily performances at 
which that, tattooed woman was exhib- 
ited, and all were pleased at the show, 
for which they pair! 10 cents." 

"Do many of these freaks, remark- 
able for various reasons, get flue sala- 
ries?" 

"Indeed they do. We paid a certain 
midget §700 a week. Her father and 
the family traveled with her, and got 
rich out of it. Then that wonderful 
Oregon horse with tho trailing mano 
and tail was paid $900 a week for sov- 
oral months. Tho two headed negro 
girl, or girls, has made a fortune, and 
I could mention any number of cele- 
brated freaks who have profited finan- 
cially. 

"Each day wo get letters from all 
over the country — all over the world — 
offering us freaks of nature. This ouo 
sends a photograph of a sheop having a 
fifth leg and hoof growing out of liis 
shoulder. This one sends a cow with a 
horn projecting from her back. Here is 
a letter from a hand less man in West 
Virginia. He writes witli his toes and 
writes :i very good letter. " 

That box of photographs unearthed 
from little used recesses to refresh tho 
showman's mind I What a galaxy, not 
of beauty, but of tho bizarre and tho 
grotesque! Bearded women taken in 
decollete gowns, their masculine faces 
iu revolting contrast to the feminine 
neck and arms; men without legs or 
arms ; tremendously fat men, and men 
so thin that they wore photographed 
prone upon a couch, limp and helpless; 
men who had starved themselves in or- 
der to live. The strong woman is there, 
and her remarkable sister, with a veri- 
table horse's mano growing upon her 
back. 

"That was a clever scheme this fel- 
low dovjsed," said the showman, ad- 
justing his glasses so as to view a like- 
ness. "He represented himself as hav- 
ing a gunshot wound through and 
through the body, and then ho fixed up 
an optical delusion apparatus which 
made it appear that peoplo could look 
straight through him. Wo displayed a 
colored photograph at tho back, and the 
people could see that picture on the 
other side of tho man. You have no 
idea what a furoro thore was about it. 
That was down on tho Bowory. Every- 
body wanted to look through tho man 
witii the gunshot wound. Then, finding 
that the man was such a howling suc- 
cess a woman fixed herself up as having 
been speared through tho body with her 
husband's bayonet, the victim of cruel- 
ty and brutality. We fixed it for tho 
crowd to look through her, and she was 
no end of a success. fc"io stood there 
surrounded by red curtains with a pa- 
thetic, rapt, look on her face, and the 
people couldn't get enough of looking 
through her at tho bouquet of flowers 
displayed at her back. 

"People will delight in signs and 
wonders as long as the world endures," 
added the showman, "and just so long 
will scientists and magicians cator to 
their desires. In Paris there is an in- 
stitution where infants aro made into 
freaks as systematically as flour is made 
into bread. Those in charge are skillful 
physicians, it, is said, who know just 
how mnch the human anatomy can bo 
crippled and cramped and distorted 
without, injury to life. Tho babies' 
limbs aro manipulated when tender 
and pliable, and thoy soon grow mis- 
shapen and grotesque.'' — Now York 
Tribune. 



COLOR SCHEME FOR SMALL HOUSE. 

Let Old Bine Predominate In Parlor, li- 
brary ami Dining Rooin. 
How few people when furnishing a 
small house or flat remember that old 
blue is one of the happiest colors to 
choose for a foundation, writes- Frances 
Ann Hoadley in The Ladies' Home 
Journal. In a house where, as a rule, 
all- the rooms open into one anothor, es- 
pecial euro must be taken to prosorvo 
harmony. It is bettor then to select one 
color which shall run through all the 
rooms. Old bluo is the color par excel- 
lence iu such a case, combined with tan, 
gray or white for tho rugs, while tho 
sumo scheme prevails in the heavy dra- 
peries. 

A lovoly little houso in mind has a 
parlor and library in one. Tho large 
rug, covering tho greater part of the 
room, is old blue and gray. In front of 
the fireplace is a long, light gray fur 
one. A broad, low lounge is covered 
with dark gray. It is always better to 
cover a loungo in a solid color, as it 
tnkos moro kindly to the pillows of end- 
less hues. Tho large dining room rug 
is old bluo and tan, with smaller rugs 
of tawny brown. The bedroom has an 
old bluo and white largo rug and white 
fur smaller ones. Lot old blue predomi- 
nate everywhere iu tho floor furnishings 
and draperies, but not to the exclusion 
of all other colors elsewhere, for where 
ono color only is used the effect as a 
whole is flat. Let there be odd bright 
color touches in the way ui pillows, 
lamp shades, odd bits of china and 
brio-a-brac, but with always an ej o to 
what is tho proper color fur each room. 
When all furnished bo careful to see 
whether all of the rooms blend into a 
beautiful harmony. 

In a bedroom white enameled or birds- 
eye maple is exquisite where two or 
three pieces of fresh old mahogany are 
added. Each heightens the other's beau- 
ty in a most charming manner. A room 
furnished entirely in mahogany gives 
a heavy, dismal effect) but in a parlor 
and library combined, say in a flat or 
small houso, place a huge, quaintly 
carved old desk aud one of those highly 
polished, round card tables, and seo 
what an air they give to tho modern 
and equally beautiful furniture. In tho 
dining room a square mahogany table 
with a surface like glass, and oven a 
small buffet orcliiua cabinet, will bo 
quito enough of tho antiquo to set off 
everything else in the room. Have ex- 
quisitely drawn linen doilies, candles in 
rose colored shades and a profusion of, 
Eay, pink carnations and yon have a 
lovoly lunch table. In a house the. hall 
should be a leading feature — enticing, 
not cold, bare ami cheerless, repelling 
ono from further acquaintance with the 
house and its mistress.

ALBERM SMELTING ORES. 

Samples of Ore From the "Islander" on Kx- 
hibitlon at the Victoria 
Tea House. 

In tbo window of the Victoria Toa Houao, 
corner of Government streot and Trounce 
avenue, are exhibited anumborof specimens 
of the oro from the "Islander" mineral 
claim, Alberni district. The ore ia similar 
in character to the Trail Creek oreB, con- 
taining gold, silver and copper, and re- 
quiring to be smelted to extract these 
metals. The epocimena ahown are hoavily 
mineralized, the pyrites carrying the preci- 
ous metslB being thickly distributed through 
the rock. The laBt assay made by Pollew- 
Harvey, of Vancouver, gavo a return of 
$12.60 per ton, This was from ore noar the 
surface, and is much more satisfactory than 
that seoured from the surface in any mine 
in Trail Croek. Ib ia understood tho com- 
pany will at once begin to sink on the 
ledge, and ib is expected, as was the caso In 
Kootenay, that depth will show an increaae 
in the value of ore por ton. Tho Islander is 
bub two and a half miles from tho Alberni 
canal, which makes ib possible to send in 
supplies cheaply, whih freight to a amolter 
would be about a dollar and a half per ton 
at tho outside. It ia bolieved that por 
ton will mine uud freight the oro to the 
gmeltor at Evorott or Taooma, The ghargos 
tor amolcing would bo fivo or six dollars p«,r 
ton. Eighteen dollars per ton is the coBt of 
mining, freighting and smelting Trail Creek 
ores. There la a difference of one-half in 
favor of the Alberni smoking ores. Should 
development prove ore bodiea equal to the 
Trail Creek mines, tho nwt of mining and 
freighting being so much cheaper, would 
make them of muoh groater value. ThoBe 
who have visited tho Islander and othor 
ledgeB bollove that tho Alberni smelting ores 
will prove very valuable, and this being the 
case thoy alaJ» boliove that Alberni will 
shortly beconio a vory much soughi after 
mining Soldi. The one thing wanting now is 
practical development, and to gob one mine 
going tho Islander Mining Company has 
been formed to give Vlotorians an opportun 
ity of aiding in hastening thab end. All in-

London, Dao. 4. — A banquet was given in 
tho Holborn rostaurant to-night in aid of 
the pension fund of the looomotivo steam- 
engine men and firomen'a friendly society, 
at which 200 guests sat down. U.S. Am- 
bassador Bayard prealdod and made a spoooh 
in response to a toast to the bucoobb of tho 
eooioty, in which ho complimented thorn on 
a work meriting the sympathy of 
tho nations, and hoped that when ho 
left England ho would be remembered as 
having done something to bring tho two na 
i ions into sympathy. He also spoke of tho 
groat bonefits which railroads had conforred 
on both sides of tho Atlantic Mr. Bayard 
waB heartily cheered upon the conolusion of 
his remarks. Undoubtedly he also thinks 
this President Cleveland's idea. 

A dispatch to tho Standard from Berlin 
to bo published to morrow aayB : " A feel- 
ing akin to consternation has been caused 
by President Cleveland's reference to Gor- 
many. Ib has had marked effect upon tho 
bourse and haa been discussed fully in the 
papors. The Radical newspapers take the 
opportunity to attack the agrarians and 
Baron von Koeller (who has just boen dis- 
missed from his post as Prussian min- 
ister of the interior) to whom they 
asoribo the prohibition of the im- 
portation of American cattle and 
tho restrictions on life insurance companies. 
The government organs on tho contrary 
contend thab tho situation in America is 
responsible for these restrictions and that 
their withdrawal rests with America her- 
self. Tho colonial papers accuse America 
of an intention to matit-uvre England and 
Germany out of Samoa, and they uppeal 
to tho government to proclaim tho suzerainty 
of Germany as the only power entitled to 
rule In Samoa." 

The Daily News' Berlin correspondent 
makes similar comments, and soys : "The 
free traders here Buspeot that the measurea 
against American food products were really 
prompted by a desiro to be complaisant to 
tho German farmers, whoso interests suffer 
by American competition." 

The Koluische Xsitung roferB to tho (lis- 
advantogea with which German sugar 'im- 
ports to Amorican oontond. " Tho in- 
spection of American pork," sayB the 
Zeitung, " Is merely of a looal nature, and 
bus noD warranti d t ie differential treatment 
of German im.jor i by America, while 
Amarican insurance companies aro only sub- 
jected to tho same regulations bb are all such 
institui ionf in Prussia." Tho Zeltung con- 
cludes th kt such questions Bbould not bo de- 
oidod in a moment of anger, but should ha 
settled in a manner ogreoablo to both coun- 
tries after careful consideration of all thab 
nuy be said upon both sideB. 

From November 23 toNovembor 30 there 
were 47 caeeB of cholera and 14 deaths from 
thab disease In St. Petnrsburg. For tho 
week ending Novomber Hi there were 220 
cases and 110 deaths in the government of 
Volhynia, which shows a largo dooioaso. 
Seventy-two cases and 26 deaths have oc- 
curred in tho distriot of BIrdltoheff, In tho 
government of Kleff. 

A few days ago a story was circulated In 
Constantinople- to the effect that Great 
Britain had proposed the dismemberment of 
the Turkish ompiro to Russia and that tho 
latter had refused to take part in Buch par- 
titioning of tho Ottoman empire. Soon aftor 
this Btory had been suggested, It was deniod 
from * numbor of sources. 

Tho Osaorvatore Romano has a letter from 
Constantinople which says thab tho Pope, 
immediately aftor he learned of the misery 
in Armenia, sent 50,000 lire to the Ar- 
menian patriarch, who haa replied express- 
ing his thanks,

Ib was read from 
manuscript and was lacking in tho spirit ox- 
poctod In tho troatmont of those quostlona. 
Mr. Allen urged tho recognition of tho 
Co ban insurgents, tho annexation of Cuba 
and a Btrong forolgn polloy.

Tho Vionua correspondent of tho Daily 
Newa says : A telegram to the Turkish em- 
bassy lasb night (Tuesday) says Chat the 
Sultan basreaolvod to break all diplomatic 
relatione If the powers forco tho Dardan- 
ollea. 

Washington, Dec. 4.— Tho Turklah lega- 
tion haa received from the Snblimo Porte a 
report of tho Armenian trouble at Troblzond, 
signed by tho civil and military officials, tho 
Ulemaa and notablefl of tho vilayet) Mussul- 
man, Greek orthodox and Roman Catholic. 
General Bahri PaBha, ex-vali of Van, who 
spent aovoral days at Troblzond In returning 
from Van, and Ahmed Hamid Pasha, oom- 
mandor of tho Redifa at Treblzond, In com- 
pany with Raz! Ham, tho Porsian consul at 
TrebizoLd; Hadji Cmer Effendi, director of 
poets and telegraphs, and Sulolman 
Bey, commander of tho mounted 
polioo of the vilayet, woro orossing on the 
aftoraoon of Wednesday, Oofc. 2, tho Ouzoun 
Sokak street in the oity of Troblzond, when 
Armeki. an Armenian bishop, who was sus- 
pected of being affiliated with tho revolu- 
tionary committoos and another individual, 
aleo an Armenian, fired on thorn several 
times with revolvers, wounding Bahri Pasha 
in the oalf of tho log and Hamid Paiha in 
the foot. Armeki and hlB accomplices were 
Instantly arrested. 

Two days later, however, at about nine 
o'clock at night, several Mussulmans having 
mot in tho Ai VaBsall quarter a certain 
Hatchik, who was being Bought by the 
police, they called on him to stop. Hatchik 
instantly fired upon them a number of 
times. Hamid Effendi, who happened to be 
paaBlng in a neighboring streot, turned into 
tho street from whioh the noise came, but 
being aeon by Hatohik waB instantly shot and 
killed. This caused great excitement, and a 
rumor having boen circulated that the 
Armeniano had gono to tho government 
houBe and aasassinatcd the vali, tho popu- 
lace marohid in that dirootion. The olvll 
and military authorities and police, aaeistod 
by prominent citizons, finally succeeded in 
quelling and dispersing the crowd by ex- 
plaining thab tho allots whioh had been 
heard had been of no BerlouB consequence, 
and thab the Armenians had done nothing in 
the way of violence. 

In viow of tho critical situation, Father 
Mesrob, as tho timo acting representative 
of the Armenian Bishop of Trebizond, and 
alao tho moBt prominent citizens of tho city 
were summoned to government houao, bub 
only the bishop's representative and one 
merchant, a certain Mahouhan, answered 
tha summons. Thoy wore Implored tooxerb 
all their influence to prevent the repotitlon 
of such scones. 

In reply the merchant Mahouhan declar- 
ed that bo had never interfered and uevor 
would interfere in the affairs of the com- 
munity, and Father Moarob reported on his 
aide that he did not know the acoused, and 
thab it would appear that tho two pashas 
had bean injured by a soldier and that Ha- 
mid Effendi had boon killed by a Mussulman. 
He added that It would be well to arreat tho 
real criminals and allow the arrested Ar- 
menians thoir liberty. Fathor Mesrob and 
tho merchant were again exhortod to hoed 
the counsels o? tho authorities and to sum- 
mon the moi* prominent citizsne to dlsouss 
tho situation and alao to revoal the hiding 
place of tho fugltlvoo. 

Theso two incldenta having boen followed 
by the newB of the riots in Constantinople 
brought about by eomo Armenian vaga- 
bonds, fhe public excitement became groater 
than ever. Tho Govornor-Genoral, anxious 
to prevent bloody riots, proceeded on tho 
morning of Tuoaday, October 18, accom- 
panied by tho president of tho municipality, 
to tho market Bqur.ro, and tbore in one ot 
the principal storeB, assembled a num. 
ber of prominent citizens, both Mus- 
sulmans and Christians, selected from

among the members of tho tradeB union, 
and publicly exhortod them not to oiuao 
trouble and to ceaso the tumultuouB excite- 
ment of tho population. It) was precisely 
at this moment, however, thab Bhots were 
h«ard in tho direction of Shark! square. 
Owing to the existing confusion it was im- 
possible to dotermine where tho brawl 
began. It seemed as though the more tho 
imperial troops, the agents of police and 
/iaptics endeavored to auppreBB the riot the 
greater became the audacity of the Arme- 
nians. 

It waa from bholr Bhopa and windowa and 
indeed from anywhere and everywhere thoy 
wero that they fired at random on soldiers, 
polioo and citizens alike. Ab tho sight of 
one soldier and two or three MuBsulmonB 
wounded and two otherB who wero already 
dead, the agitation of the Mussulmans and 
Greeks, who had joined the brawl, roached 
a climax. It was 3 o'clock before, with 
great trouble, they conld re-eatabllah order. 
CorpseB lying In the streets and In shops 
wore taken thab nlghb to untenanted stores, 
and the wounded conveyed to their respec- 
tive homes or to the hospitals. 
Aftor the riot waa pub down, the 
Armenians who had remained ahub up In 
tho houses and stores deprived of t heir arms 
until calm should be entirely restored, 
wore lodgod In the buildings of the oivll and 
military authorities. Those Individuals and 
families who were deprived of , moans of 
support wore oared for In somo Mussulmana' 
houeoB and ab tho Catholic schools and 
received bread and whatever waB necoasury 
to them. When ordor waB finally roatored 
the old cllendera and tho aocused woro 
handed over to bo tried by courtmartlal, 
while tho otherB regained their own fire- 
arms. 

Tho Ottoman subjects and strangers who 
had soughb protection at tho roaidonoo of 
tho foreign consuls at tho moment of tho 
riot, were conveyed undor escort to their 
homoB, and for tho purpcuo of protecting 
them from all attack tho foreign conaulates 
and school and other religiouB establish- 
ments, as well as the rosidences of 
foreigners, wore guarded by tho rogular 
troops and ZaptieB. Certain partlculor 
families were lodged for protection in tho 
housoB of prominent MuBBulman citizens, 
and wherevor tho /ipties failed the Mussul- 
man and Christian leading men took thoir 
places.
